Dolphin and 

E t t i n g Sts . , w i l l be occupied in October b y the C o n g r e g a t i o n w h i c h 

now Worship in the Old S h a r p S t . Church on S h a r p St . be tween 

L o m b a r d and Pratt Sts . T h e new bui lding wi l l cover the entire lot 

w h i c h is 91 feet 6 inches by 90 feet 5 inches and wi l l be two stories in 

h e i g h t . T h e exter ior walls are all faced with Woodstock granite and 

l ined on the inside with br ick . T h e b u i l d i n g is des igned in perpen­

dicular gothic wi th a tower 25 feet square and 85 feet h i g h at corner. 

T h e plan is cruciform h a v i n g gables on each of the four faces . T h e 

basement w h i c h is part ia l ly be low and part ia l ly a b o v e the street grade 

contains lecture room, primary class room and 6 c l a s s r o o m s w h i c h can 

all be thrown into one large room of 4264 square feet floor space by 

means of s l iding doors. T h e r e is also on this floor a l ibrary , k i t c h e n , 

and two toilet rooms. T h e auditorium w h i c h is on the second floor, 

is arranged in ampitheater style wi th circular s loping floor and has a 

seating capaci ty of about 700, the pastor 's study is also located on this 

floor. T h e r e is a circular g a l l e r y around three sides of the church 

w i t h a seat ing capaci ty of about 500. A trustee or board room is 

located 011 l eve l of ga l lery and has a fire-proof safe built into w a l l s of 

s a m e . T h e pastor 's and trustee's rooms are furnished w i t h open fire 

p laces . T h e auditorium w i l l h a v e open t imbered roof w i t h woodwork 

o f Gul f C y p r e s and quartered whi te oak. T h e choir and organ is 

located in a l c o v e b a c k of pulpit . 

T h e bui ld ing is to be l ighted b y electr ic i ty and h e a t e d by steam 

and wi l l h a v e a slate roof. T h e r e are four s ta i rways l e a d i n g from 

basement to g a l l e r y , one located at e a c h corner of the building m a k i n g 

a m p l e means of ingress and egress . 

T h e north, south and east w a l l s of auditorium wi l l each be pierced 

b y a group, of three large traceried w i n d o w s , the center one be ing 13 

ft. w i d e and 2 7 ^ ft. h i g h . T h e side ones b e i n g 5 ft. h i g h b y i3>-2 ft. 

h i g h . T h e s e windows wi l l be fitted wi th opolescent glass in rich 

designs to correspond wi th genera l s ty le of architecture. 

Mr . E . M . N o e l is the bui lder and Mr. A . H . Bieler, the architect .

THE CASE STATED. 

S i n c e the work of bui ld ing the 

n e w church is n o w w e l l under w a y 

it m a y not be amiss to r e v i e w some 

of the c ircumstances w h i c h h a v e 

surrounded our case from the 

b e g i n n i n g of the s truggle . Eor 

fifteen or twenty years our people 

h a v e b e e n ag i tat ing the question 

of a new church but the first defi­

nite m o v e in that direction w a s 

m a d e in S e p t e m b e r 1886, by the 

purchase of a lot on L e x i n g t o n St. 

F o r reasons wel l k n o w n the purpose 

to build thereon w a s abandoned. 

S o m e e i g h t or ten other sites w e r e , 

at var ious t imes, under more or 

less serious consideration but in 

each instance there w e r e d r a w b a c k s 

w h i c h forstal led action. T h e s e 

impediments seemed to work 

great ly to our d i s a d v a n t a g e , as 

e v i d e n c e d in the d iscouragements 

to w h i c h t h e y g a v e r ise . A s the 

result many persons, inc luding 

some of our best workers d e c l a r e d 

that t h e y would do nothing in the 

w a y o f lending financial support to 

any new church project until the 

circumstance portended better issue 

L o o k e d at from a human stand­

point there m a y be much in the past 

to regret , but w e do wel l to bear in 

mind that G o d often leads us b y 

strange, myster ious paths. F o r 

aught we k n o w the hindrances 

and draw b a c k s w e h a v e encounter­

ed, from time to t ime, were P r o v i ­

dential ly ordered. W e are inc l ine 

to think so. H a v e w e not been 

in the position of the worker in 

brass and iron w h o , in many cases , 

must m a k e a number of castings 

before h e succeeds in get t ing the 

desired m o d e l ? W h e n we contem­

plate the a d v a n t a g e s in favor of 

the new site over all that h a v e 

occupied our notice hitherto, we 

conclude that the d e l a y s , disapoint-

ments , v e x a t i o n of mind and e x ­

penditure of m o n e y h a v e b e e n 

blessings in disguise. S l o w l y w e 

h a v e come at last to our l o n g de­

sired h a v e n . N o w let us i m p r o v e 

our opportunity. 

T h e m e m b e r s of our c o n g r e g a ­

tion, unlike m a n y others, h a v e not, 

for s e v e r a l years past, been burd­

ened with financial ob l igat ions , 

o w i n g to the fact that w e h a v e h a d 

sufficient revenue to meet the e x ­

penses of the board of trustees, 

so that w e h a v e not been required 

to come before them for col lections. 

But the situation is different 

now. W e h a v e upon our hands an 

enterprise of such magnitude that 

our energies and means w i l l be 

heavi ly drawn upon to carry it 

successful ly forward. I n order to 

r a i s e the money so u r g e n t l y need­

e d w e will be c o m p e l l e d to m a k e 

personal sacrifice from d a y to d a y . 

E a c h one w i l l h a v e to reach down 

i n t o his p o c k e t s and g i v e till he 

f e e l s it. S o m e t h i n g m a y be real iz­

e d from entertainments of various 

k i n d s , but e x p e r i e n c e warns us 

a g a i n s t p l a c i n g too m u c h rel iance 

u p o n them. T h e y are spasmodic 

and, therefore , an uncertain quanti-

t3'. I f w e would pay our bil ls ac-

c o r d i n g to a g r e e m e n t and t h e r e b y 

m a i n t a i n our standing for business 

in tegr i ty before the publ ic , w e must 

s e e to it that we provide for a 

stated amount to be paid regular ly 

into the treasury. 

W e think w e h a v e not b e e n e x -

t r a v i g a n t in d e c i d i n g upon the 

a m o u n t to be e x p e n d e d towards 

t h e c o m p l e t i o n of the n e w church. 

W e h a v e e n d e a v o r e d to k e e p with 

in the l imit fixed at the outset. 

W e believe thaf w h e n the e x t e n t 

and quality of the work is consider­

e d there wi l l be discovered ample 

jus t i f i cat ion for the out lay . I t is 

j u s t s u c h an edifice as, w e were in­

structed to contract for and w e 

t h i n k nothing is ventured b y say­

i n g that most e v e r y b o d y w i l l be 

p l e a s e d with it after its complet ion. 

W e c a n look upon it w i t h some 

m e a s u r e of honest pride and hand 

it d o w n , without b lushing to our 

c h i l d r e n and the g e n e r a t i o n s fol­

l o w i n g . W e regret that there are 

to b e found, here and there , per­

sons w h o seem indisposed to g i v e 

t o w a r d s the fund on account the 

erroneous notion that the sa le of 

t h e old Sharp St. property would 

p r o v i d e sufficient money to cancel 

the debt for the new b u i l d i n g , and 

probal ly l e a v e a fair balance in 

our favor . S u c h persons are sad­

l y m i s t a k e n . W h i l e we natural ly 

desire to sell for as large amount 

a s we can c o m m a n d , y e t i t would 

b e unreasonable to e x p e c t to get 

a n y thing l i k e what some unfamil-

l i a r with the real estate market 

i m a g i n e . W e are sure that after 

a sale has been m a d e on the best 

possible bas is , there wi l l still be a 

considerable sum to be raised b y 

us in order to be able to cancel 

t h e i e b t . W e h o p e none h a v e 

concluded to wai t until the build­

i n g is finished before p a y i n g some 

part of the w h o l e amount they in­

tend to g i v e towards it. S ince w e 

are bound to pa}' about one half of 

t h e est imated cost of the work in 

m o n t h l y instal lments until the date 

o f complet ion, such wi thholding of 

m e a n s in the hands of our people 

m i g h t subject us to some embar­

rassment. W e , therefore , entreat 

a l l w h o w i s h to see the work 

a d v a n c e wi thout v e x i n g de lay , to 

aid us b y coming forward with 

monthly p a y m e n t of subscriptions. 

W e h a v e n e v e r thought of t a x i n g 

any one. W e g o no futher than to 

present the facts concerning the 

state of the w o r k in order that all 

m a y be properly informed, and so 

be prepared to appreciate their 

opportunity to lend their coopera­

tion. 

W e point out the obl igat ion and 

summons our m e m b e r s and friends 

b y the l o v e they bear to Christ and 

h is Church , to lay their g i f ts upon 

this h a l l o w e d alter. I f you h a v e 

the spirit of d e v o t i o n now is the 

time to show it, not by words only> 

but in deed and in truth. L e t no 

one shirk his post whi le duty loud­

ly ca l ls .

W i l l i a m Jonnson, w h o from his 

small s t a t u e , w a s n i c k n a m e d " F i p -

p e n n y - b i t J o h n s o n . " H e continu­

ed as Super intendent untill M a y 25, 

1841, w h e n a number of members 

w i t h d r e w from S h a r p Street and 

built a f rame structure at the cor­

ner H o w a r d and M o n t g o m e r y Sts . 

f o r m i n g an A . M . E . Z i o n Congre­

g a t i o n . H e w a s a m o n g those w h o 

left. M r . E m a n u e l M i t c h e l l w a s 

at the t i m e appointed Superintend­

ent, w h i c h pos i t ion h e h e l d for 33 

years . T h e teachers who remain­

ed under M r . M i t c h e l l after the 

split w e r e Harrison W e b b , Asbury 

Jones, D a v i d P. Jones and Mrs . 

N a n c y Jacobs . M r . Mitche l l also 

named another t e a c h e r w h o jo ined 

the s c h o o l when a l i t t le girl , Miss 

M a r y J a n e Smith, w h o afterwards 

married a n a n b y the name of 

B r o w n . Shs continued to teach 

for m a n y y e t r s afterwards and now 

l i v e s at M t . Wiu-ans, Ba l t imore , 

Co. 

T h e l i terature t h e n used in the 

school w e r e the Bib le , Church

T h e school anniversar ies were 

h e l d e v e r y 4th of J u l y ; the scholars 

brought the ir b a s k e t s of c a k e s and 

pies and other good t h i n g s w h i c h 

suited t h e i r fancies. 

A t t h e organizat ion of the W a s h ­

ington C o n f e r e n c e , October 27th, 

1864, t h e school w a s still under the 

super intendency of E m a n u e l Mit­

che l l . T h e secretary at that time 

w a s P e r r y G r e e n w o o d and the late 

Joshua M a c G i l l , treasurer. 

T h e first f e m a l e superintendent 

after t h e org inazat iou of t h e con­

ference w a s M i s s M a r y A .

T h e system, does a w a y w i t h the 

cumbersome practice of putting out 

the table and then cousuming a 

large portion of the time allotted 

for the s e r v i c e in persuading the 

p e o p l e to come forward wi th their 

offerings. I t d iscourgages the 

v a n i t y w h i c h prompts one to g i v e 

m e r e l y to m a k e a show in parading 

up and d o w n the aisles. It rescues 

Christ ian g i v i n g from uncertain, 

fluctuating impulse and places it on 

the scriptural bas is of definite, 

stated e x e r c i s e regulated b y prin­

c i p l e . 

Our m e m b e r s and friends are to 

be congratulated upon the favor­

able outcome of the n e w plan, up 

to the present. I t should be re­

m e m b e r e d , h o w e v e r , that there is 

room for i m p r o v e m e n t . W e ought 

to be able to secure m u c h better 

results in the future. 

E v e r y m e m b e r of the Church 

and C o n g r e g a t i o n ought , as far as 

poss ib le , contribute w e e k l y to the 

support of the Church though the 

e n v e l o p e sys tem. T h e reason 

w h y the finances of Churches so 

often drag h e a v i l y is because so 

many persons are grossly neg l igent 

respect ing the duty of g i v i n g , or if 

they g i v e at all, g i v e st ingi ly . T o 

become " unfmailcial " in the 

Soc ie t ies is to forfeit the r ight to 

share in the benefits. Do persons 

forfeit nothing b y wi thhold ing their 

money from the Church w h e n they 

are able to g i v e ; if not, w h y not ? 

T h e officiary is l a r g e l y responsi­

ble for the efficient w o r k i n g of the 

plan adopted. U n i t e d , persistent 

effort on the part of the m e m b e r s 

of the Quarter ly Conference wi l l 

ensure success , h o w e v e r great the 

difficulties to be o v e r c o m e . L e t 

there be no re laxat ion of exer t ion . 

Part ia l success in the prosecution of 

any s c h e m e should not induce in­

act ion. V i g i l a n c e , constant d e v o ­

tion and resolute performance are 

n e c c e s s a r y in order to m a k e a 

grand a c h i e v e m e n t h e r e , as in 

other business undertak ings .

S t e w a r t ' s parents w e r e " f r e e col­

ored people and pious members o f 

the Baptist Church, res iding in 

P o w h a t a n County, V a . ' ' H a v i n g 

lapsed into carelessness and in­

ebr ie ty , S t e w a r t w a s converted 

at Mar ie t ta , O. , in 1816, under 

Methodis t preaching. A t once h e 

set out, w i t h the convic t ion of a 

d i v i n e ca l l , for the h o m e of the 

D e l a w a r e Indians , and thence jour­

n e y e d to the U p p e r S a n d u s k y . 

H e r e , through a b lack interpreter, 

" n o w a f u g i t i v e s l a v e and a back­

sl idden M e t h o d i s t , " h e p r e a c h e d 

to the W y a n d o t s , and w a s instru­

mental in " m a n y notable conver­

s i o n s . " N e a r the mission church 

afterward built for worship , and 

w h i c h w a s restored from its ruined 

condition in 1880, h e rests a m o n g 

his W y a n d o t brethren. 

T h e impression produced by the 

evangel i s t ic success of S t e w a r t 

among the Indians of O h i o w a s 

widespread. H e wrought larger 

th ings than h e k n e w . T h e good 

work of this h u m b l e , a l though 

chosen instrument in the hands o f 

G o d , shal l n e v e r be forgotten; and 

w h e n this world shall be emanci­

pated from h e a t h e n i s m h e shal l be 

more r e v e r e d than e v e r ! 

T h e M e t h o d i s t E p i s c o p a l Church 

throughout the land " w a s stirred 

to its profoundest depths b y these 

tr iumphs of g r a c e " and three 

years later w a s led to found its 

Miss ionary S o c i e t y .
